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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment, filed 12/19/08, is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-2, 7-15, and 19-20 have been amended. 
Claims 21-22 have been added. 
Claims 1-22 are pending. 

2. Applicant's amendment to add new claim 21-22 has necessitated a requirement for 
restriction, as outlined below. 

3. As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in a 
national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when 
there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" shall 
mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, 
considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in 
separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 1 .475(e). 

When Claims Are Directed to Multiple Categories of Inventions: 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(b), a national stage application containing claims to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 
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(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a 
use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

The species lack unity of invention because even though the inventions require the 
technical feature of contacting a graft or a cell with an antibody that binds CD83, this technical 
feature is not a special technical feature as it does not make a contribution over the prior art in 
view of U.S. Patent 5,316,920 (of record). 

The '920 patent teaches administering anti-CD83 antibodies to a subject, including to 
those undergoing organ transplantation (i.e. in vivo contact). The '920 patent also teaches 
administering the antibodies to deliver toxins to CD83 expressing cells (i.e. inducing cell lysis). 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Applicant may submit 
evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the inventions to be obvious 
variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. Where such evidence or admission 
is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior 
art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other 
invention.
